mons springs aro situated cloven 
miloH south otBouo, on the Virginia 
and Truokeo Railroad. 
Thero are 


several of those 
curious springs 


within a short distaneo of the road. 
Tlioy uro near each other, fill having 
a common souroo, though different 
outlets apparently. They are situ- 
ated in an alkaline flat, devoid of 
vegetation, and aro vary hot, though 
the temperature varies in different 
springs. They are said to possess 
exoellont medicinal qualities. 
At 


tiraos they are quito active, emitting 
jets of water anil clouds of steam, 
which at a distance resembles1 the 
blowing off of steam from n large 
boiler. The ground around them i« 
aoft and tronoherous in i)lnoos, UB
